That it is THE great mining camp

everybody knows.

stream of mineral wealtii into the pock- 
ets of owners, miners, tradesmen

gle year's output of these mines (almost 
within the corporate limits of the city) 
piled up in one enormous heap of gold, '

Butte is geographically located in the 
southwest portion of the Stale.

How a Fish Sees. 


The medium in which 
fresh-water 
fishes live gives them a chance to seo a 
great distance only in the horizontal 
direction, and the proper adjustment of 
the eye would make, under usual con- 
ditions, the optical axis take this direc- 
tion. 
To me it seems impossible to ex- 
plain the constant revolution of theeyo- 
ball on any other hypothesis except that 
given, viz,: 
That the optical axis ex- 
tends forward instead of sidewisc. 


When a fish wishes to eat anything, 
either at the bottom of the pond or at 
the surface of the water, 
it swims 
directly toward the object; and in this 
case the eyes are instantly adjusted in 
line with the body, so as to bring the 
image of the particle desired upon the 
posterior portion of the retina. 
In this 
case they lose their usual horizontal 
position. 


If a fish wishes to turn to the right or 
left in the water, says Professor Apgar 
in the American Angler, the first move- 
ment is that of the eyes in unison in the 
direction of the turning. 
This would 
be entirely unnecessary if the apparent 
axis was the axis of most distinct vision, 
as one of the eyes would see all that was 
to be seen on the side of the turning. 
After this movement of the eyes the 
body turns enough to bring the eyes into 
their normal position, then there is again 
a movement of the eyes and next a move- 
ment of the body. This causes a peculiar 
jerking motion of the eyeballs during 
the whole time of tho turning of the 
body.

USE OF A PICKET ROPE. 


The safest way to picket a horse is to 
use a broad leather strap around the fore- 
leg, below the knee, and have the rope 
fastened to the strap. 
The horse will 
rarely ever get fouled in the rope, and 
if he does he soon frees himself without 
harm. 
The picket is a short, stout stake 
driven in the ground, and the rope is 
fastened to it at the ground. 
Once a 
horse is used to picketing there is not the 
slightest danger, and very little anyway 
with a lope so arranged,—New York 
Times. 


BEES IN THE ATTIC. 


Make a small, dark, frost-proof room 
about 4x6 ieet, as may suit your conveni- 
ence, in the upper part of the house. 
Erect a scaffold inside of this room 
about four feet high, and within six 
inches cf the side where you wish the 
entrance, which should be about six 
inches wide by one-half inch high. This 
may be enlarged or contracted to suit 
the season of the year. 
These entrances 
should be on that side of the house 
which is used the least, for bees some- 
times get too famihar- 
Now put the 
bive on the scaffold, about six inches 
from the entrance. 
Make a little board 
for them to travel out and in on. 
A 
hive should contain about 2U00 cubic 
inches and have lioles in the bottom. 
It 
is said that bees will seldom swarm from 
such a place, and will winter well there, 
even in as cold a climate as Wisconsin, 
Of course further north the roDm must 
be warmer. Bees will build comb under 
the hive in large quantities in favorable 
seasons in such a room, and the owner 
when he wants honey may go with a 
light placed at one side, smoke the bees 
and cut off what honey he wants. 
This 
plan is not a mere ••castle in the air," 
but a practical one*—American 
J[3ee 
Journal. 


CULTrVATION AND MOISTURE. 


Moiature is one of the essential and 
most necessary requirements for plant 
growth, but from the general habit of 
relying upon seasonable rains for a sup- 
ply too little attention is often given to 
conserving and making use of what the 
ground already contains. 
Thus the dif- 
ference between waiting for rain in a 
dry time and ««catching" the moisture 
by frequent cultivation, which without it 
would escape from the soil into the at- 
mosphere, may often be measured by the 
difference between success and failure. 


There are but few seasons so unfavor- 
able from drouth that a stirring of 
the 
soil frequently while it continues will 
not greatly mitigate its effects* 
By this 
process moisture is saved to the plants 
in two ways. 
1. If cultivation is begun 
in early morning the dewfall of the pre- 
vious night is captured and partly saved. 
2. The moisture remaining deeply in 
the soil in a dry time is always ascend- 
ing towards the surface, to be quickly 
evaporated into the air. 
Hence the 
bard, dry crust always found at such 
times where the ground is left undis- 
turbed. 
By often pulverizing the sur- 
face a mulch is found which arrests the 
moisture ascending by capillary attraction 
and holds it at the right point to be ab- 
sorbed by the roots of 
plants.—New 
York World. 


A PERFECT SOD, 


The meadows and pastures of this 
country do not produce half what they 
should, 
AValking over an average well- 
seeded Held one finds many bare places, 
or only saved from bareness by the in- 
evitable weeds which occupy where the 
valuable grasses have failed. 
Part of 
this failure comes from imperfect prep- 
aration of the seed bed and deficiency 
of seed sown. 
Besides, there is not 
enough variety of grass to secure the 
largest crop. 
Two, three or four kinds 
growing together will yield a greater 
amount of hay and of better quality than 
any one alone. 
We have often thought 
that if farmers knew the value of thor- 
ough seeding they would take greater 
pains to secure it. 
Not long ago wo saw 
such a field kept as pasture for a herd of 
Jersey cows. 
The land had been close 
cropped in the fall, but the young green 
herbage was already starting. 
All the 
droppings from last year's pasturing had 
been knocked in pieces and scattered 
.over the sward. It was soft and springy, 
as if one walked on velvet, 
and not a 
bai'c place nor a weed was to be seen ex- 
cept near the fence, where some shade 
liees had led to trampling the grassroots 
immediately around them. The field had 
been seeded two years after two years' 
cropping with potatoes well manured. 
As the cows pastured are grain-fed be- 
side, the fertility of the soil constantly 
iucreascs- 
After another year it is the 
purpose of the owner to plow and reeeed 
after growing another potato crop,— 
Jjoston Cultivator»

under as fuvoruble conditions as possible. 


makes a slow growth as best at first, 
and 'When planted with the soil wet, 
cold and ill prepared the seed is slow to 
geruiiuute, while the plants make a very

unsatisfactory growth. 
In nearly all 
cases it will pay to wait until the soil 
is reasonably dry and warmed up before 
planting the seed, and then if the seed 
is of a good quality aud the soil is in 
a good tilth a quicker and better ger* 
mination Avill be secured. 


It pays to harrow or work the soil well 
before planting. 
When the plants first 
come up they are small and tender, and 
as they grow slowly the weeds will often 
get the best start before the cultivation 
can be commenced. 


The seed need very little covering, and 
if to be sown by hand care must be 
taken to run the furrows out very shal- j 
low in order to avoid covering too deep. 
One of the advantages in usinii the drill 
in planting is that the seed can be dis- 
tributed more evenly in the rows and be 
covered at a more uniform depth, two 
important items in securing a good, even 
stand. 
When the seed is sown by hand 
it will aid ic securing a quicker germina- 
tion if the seed is moistened and allowed 
to stand twelve hours before planting. 


Have the rows about three aud a half 
feet apart, so as to give plenty of room 
to cultivate. 
One advantage in planting 
an early variety is that it will ripen, and 
can be worked up out of the way,before 
the fall work, like sowing wheat and 
cutting up the corn, becomes pressing. 


In many cases it will pay to roll the 
ground after planting the seed, as it 
helps to make a better germination, and 
also fixes the soil in a better condition 
for commencing the cultivation. As with 
nearly all other crops the harrow can 
nearly always be used to good advantage 
in commencing the cultivation. 
In no 
other way can the weeds be destroyed 
and the soil be fined so close around the 
plants. 
Often two harrowings can be 
given with profit and then the cultivator 
can be used. 
In an average season two 
harrowings and three good cultivations 
will be all that is necessary; as often the 
plants make a sufficient growth to shade 
the ground, very little cultivation will 
be needed. 


It is the early cultivation that is the 
most important, and the more thorough- 
ly this is given the better will be the re- 
sults. 
Care should be taken not to al- 
low the plants to stand too thick.—St, 
Louis Republic. 


FARM AND GARDKN NOTES. 


Cleanlineas is the key to success in 
poultry raising. 


Early sown beets make a good feed for 
the hens and chickens. 


Whole wheat and commixed form the 
best grain food for fowls. 


Fowls to do best should have a plenti- 
ful supply of earth, grass and gravel. 


The best plan is to feed the poultry 
only so much as can be eaten up clean. 


Regularity in management is as im- 
portant in poultry raising as regularity 
in feeding; both arc necessary. 


A good farm-yard fowl must have 
stamina and vigor, as it is supposed to 
pick up a good portion of its living. 


If you leave the stable doors open these 
nights be sure the granery door and feed 
boxes are safely closed and fastened. 


Fowls are so provided that they can 
grind any kind of food eaten. 
It is not 
strictly necessary to grind their food for 
them. 


On the majority of farms during the 
spring, at least, there is more or less milk 
tiiat can be fed to the hogs to an advan- 
tage. 


The farmer that'cannot make hand- 
some profit with poultry when he has 
good stock and gives them good care is 
an exception. 


Sour feed is no better for pigs than for 
other animals, and many diseases can be 
traced to its use. Among these are black 
teeth and blind staggers. 


Both Yorkshire and Suffolk pigs are 
white, but the Yorkshire is heavier, 
stouter, and has a very short snoot. 
Its 
hair is longer aud coarser. 


It is often the case that if the hens are 
well fed during the spring and summer 
they will moult early in the season and 
make good winter layers. 


If experimenting with sugar beets, do 
not try to grow large ones. 
The sagar 
decreases as the size increases. 
One 
pound to l i 
pounds each is 
large 
enough. 


Careful statistics which 
wo 
have 
recently examined show that the white 
corns produce larger yields than the yel- 
low. 
Most farmers hold to a dilierent 
opinion. 


The farm team may be left to go bare- 
foot. 
When the shoes become loose 
take them oil carefully, and hang where 
they may be easily gotten when needed 
next fall. 


It is folly to talk about wheat pro- 
ducing '•cheat," 
Like produces like, 
and wheat produces wheat. 
Cheat or 
chess comes up because you don't have 
clean seed. 


A bare lot, hard floor, hard ear corn 
and water, are not the most profitable 
pork producers at this time of the year, 
especially if you havo month old pigs to 
work with,

One day in March, 1851, writes A 
(V'outh's Companion 
contributor, 
I 
was walking along the road built on 
top of the great dum which spans the 
Grand 
River 
at 
I)nnnville, 
Ont., 
when I saw a curious sight. 
Drawn 
up by the side of a waste weir at the 
west end of the dara were several 
farmers' 
deep-boxed 
wagons, 
the 
owners of which were enirapred in the 
excitinp and profitable sport of load- 
ing them 
with 
great, 
floundering 
sturgeon. 


In a minute I was down among the 
tnen, watohiug 
with 
interest 
this 
novel mode of iishin>f. 


The race or weir w^as literally filled 
with the flsh, which, in attempting 
to run up stream 
to spawn, found 
themselves 
stopped 
by 
the 
dam. 
Every moment fresh schools 
were 
coming in from the river, crowding 
the vast masses already jammed into 
the 
shallow passage until some ol 
them were actually forced dean out 
of the water. 


Each of the 
farmers was armed 
with a common ten-foot rafting pole, 
In the lower end of which were a 
spike and hook. 
With these rude 
Implements they were simply grap- 
pling the sturgeon, and hauling them 
one by one to shore as quickly as their 
strong arms could work. 


The fish averaged from forty 
to 
eighty pounds in weight, but now 
and then a monster of perhaps one 
hundred or one hundred 
aud 
ten 
pounds was hooked. 
Three times I 
saw one of these big fellows drag his 
would-be captor off the bank, and 
pitch him headlong upon the squirm- 
ing shoal, to the iuflnite delight oi 
his companions. 


Notwithstanding 
many laughable 
accidents, the wagons, ci^'ht in all, 
were fully loaded in the murse of two 
hours, and as each contained at least 
a ton the total catch for that boat 
must have been some sixteen thou- 
sand pounds. 
Yet after the men had 
driven away the waste weir seemed 
as full as before! 


At that time the sturgpon was not 
the important article of 
commerce 
which it has since brrome. 
These ' 
farmers would 
salt down 
the best 
portions of the fish, or so much of it 
as they could use, and feed the rest 
to their hogs. 


Now, such a catch as above de- 
scribed would net the lisherman quite 
a respectable sum of mcmey—perhaps 
three cents a pound, or four hundred 
and eighty dollars in all.

American readers are 
familiar with the efforts that have al- 
ready been made to induce Europeans 
to adopt corn as one of their articles ol 
food. 
Secretary Husk's corn agent, Mr. 
Charles J, Murphy,has been prosecuting 
this work in European countries 
for a 
considerable time. 
In Germany he has 
had marked success, and there are indi- 
cations that the availability of corn as a 
cheap and nutritious substitute for other 
cereal foods has made a wide-spread im- 
pression among tho German people. 
A 
recent report credits German army of- 
ficials with an intention to experiment 
•with a mixture of corn 
and rye as the 
ingredients for army bread. This availa- 
bility of American corn as a cheap and 
••nutritious food has also been brought to 
the attention of the llussian Government. 
This will doubtless be followed up by 
further 
energetic 
missionary 
labors 
through Secretary Rusk's corn agent. 
If 
an experimental cargo should thereioro 
be shipped from America to Russia for 
use in tho famine-stricken districts it is 
probable that the Russian Go vernment 
would sanction tho instructions to tho 
peasints as to the different methods of 
preparing the corn for food, either ou 
ithe American plan or by mixing it 
with 
-Russian rye.

SUGGESTION 
ABOUT 
WASTE GUEASE, 


A writer has defined dirt as "matter 
out of place," 
This applies with double 
force to the grease of the kitchen, which 
is too often allowed to accumulate on the 
sides of the sink and on dishes. 
Prop- 
erly used this grease in invaluable in 
making soap. 
By cutting the grease in 
the sink and on the dishes by the us? of 
some very powerful alkili like potash or 
soda, we make a substance, which, if noc 
a soap, contains the competent parts of 
soap, and at once assists as a cleansing 
agent, A keg of "washingsoda" should 
always be on hand near the sinlc so that 
a little water with a lump of soda may 
be thrown in greasy spiders or griddles 
or in any other utensil that has becomo 
greasy from cooking. 
After a few min- 
utes' boiling all the grease is eaten up 
by the akili, and when the mixture is 
thrown down the sink, it actually acts 
as a means of cleansing instead ol chok- 
ing up the pipe with grease. 
Gridirons 
should be thoroughly scrubbed with a 
brush—a common whisk does very well 
—in boiling hot soda and water. Grease 
spots on the stove should be washed oil, 
when they occur, with a stove cloth 
dipped in soda and water,—Neu> York 
Tribune.

A STRANGE EXPERlExNCE. 
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Two Letters AVhIoh ShoAVoa 
That 
AVritcrs' Many Miles Apart AVere 
ill Mental CominunicatioiK 


Now I come to the oddest thing that 
ever-happened to me. 
Two or three 
yearn ago I was lying in bed, idly musing, 
one morninET—it was on the 2d of March 
—when suddenly a redhot 
new 
idea 
came whistling down into my camp, and 
exploded with such comprehensive 
ef- 
fectiveness as to sweep the vicinity clean 
of rubbishy reflections, and fill the air 
with their dust and flying fragments. 
This idea, stated in simple phrase, was 
that the time was ripe and the 
market 
ready for a certain book; a book which 
ought to be written at once; a book 
which must command attention and be 
of peculiar interest—to wit, a book about 
the Nevada silver mines. 
The 
**Great 
Bonanza" was a new wonder then, and 
everybody was talking about it. It seemed 
to me that the person best qualiiied to 
write this book 
was Mr. William 
H. 
Wright, a joarnalist of Virginia, Nevada, 
by whose side I had scribbled many 
months when I was a reporter there ten 
or twelve years before. 
He might be 
alive still; he might be dead; I could 
not tell; but I 
would 
write 
him, 
anyway. 
I 
began 
by 
merely 
and 
modestly 
suggesting that he 
make 
such a book; but my interest grew as I 
went on, and I ventured to map out what 
I thought ought to be the plan of the 
work, he being an old friend, and not 
given to taking good intentions for ill. I 
even dealt with details, and suggested 
the order and sequence which 
they 
should follow, 
I was about to put the 
manuscript in an envelope, when 
the 
thought occurred to me that if this book 
should be written at my suggestion, and 
then no publisher happened to want it, I 
should feel uncomfortable; so I concluded 
to keep my letter back until I should 
have secured a publisher, 
I pigeon- 
holed my document, and dropped a note 
to my own publisher, asking him to name 
a day for a busiuess consultation. 
He 
was out of town on a journey. 
My note 
remained unanswered, and at the end of 
four days the whole matter had passed 
out of my mind. 
On the 9th of March 
the postman brought three or four let- 
lers, and among them a thick one whose 
subscription was in a hand which seemed 
dimly familiar to me, 
I could 
not 
••place" it at first, but presently I suc- 
ceeded. 
Then I said to a visiting rela- 
tive who was present: 


*'Now I will do a miricle. 
I will tell 
you everything 
this letter contains— 
date, signature, and all—without break- 
ing the seal. 
It is from a Mr. Wnght, 
of Virginia, Nevada, and is dated the 
2d of March—seven 
days ago. 
Mr, 
Wright proposes to make a book about 
the silver mines and the Great Bonanza, 
and asks what I, as a friend, think of 
the idea. 
He says his subjects are to be 
so and so, their order and sequence so 
and so, and he will close with a history 
of the chief 
feature of the book, the 
Great Bonanza," 


I opened the letter, and showed that 
I bad stated the date and the contents 
correctly. 
Mr. Wright's letter simply 
contained what my own letter, written 
on the same date, contained, and 
mine 
still lay in its pigeon-hole, where it had 
been lying during the seven days since it 
was written. 


There was no clairvoyance about this, 
if I rightly comprehend what clairvoy- 
ance is. 
I think 
the clairvoyant pro- 
fesses to actually see concealed writing, 
and read it oil word for word. 
This 
was not my case. 
I only seemed to know, 
and to know absqlutely, the contents of 
the letter in detail and due order, but I 
had to word them myself. 
I translated 
them, so to speak, out of ^Wright's lan- 
guage into my own. 


Wright's letter and the one which I 
had written to him but never sent were 
in substance the same. 


Necessarily this could not come by 
accident; such elaborate accidents can- 
not happen. 
Chance might have dup- 
licated one or two of the details, but she j 
would have broken down on the rest. 
I could not doubt—there was no tenable 
leason for doubting—that Mr. Wright s , 
mind and mine had been in close and ' 
crystal-clear communication with each 
other across three 
thousand miles of 
mountain and desert on the morning of 
the 2d of 3Iarch. 
I did not consider , 
that both minds originuted that 
suc- 
cession of ideas, 
but that one mind 
originated them, and simply telegraphed 
them to the other, 
I svas curious to 
know which brain was the telegrapher 
and which the receiver, sc^ I wrote and 
asked for purtieulajt-s, * Mr. 
Wright*s 
reply showed tliat his miiid had done 
the origina^ng an(i telegraphing and 
mine the receiving. 
Mark that signifi- 
cant thing, now; consider for a moment 
how many a splendid ^'oiiginal" idea 
has been unconsciously 
stolen from a ' 
man three thousand miles away! 
If | 
one should question that this is so, let 
him 3ook into the cyclopuidiii aud con 
once more that curious thing in 
the 
history of inventions which has puzzled 
every ono so much—that i?, the frequency 
with which the same machine or other 
contrivance has been invented at the 
same time by several persons in dilferent 
quarters of the globe. 
The world was 
without an electric telegraph for several 
thousand years, then Professor Henry, 
the American, Wheatstone in England, 
Morse on the sea, and a German 
in 
Munich, all invented it at the same time. 
The discovery of certain ways of apply- 


ing steam was made in two or three 
countries in the same year. 
It is not 
posftiblo that inventors are constantly 
and unwittingly 
stealing each other's 
ideas whilst thoy stand thousands of 
miles asunder?—Mark T^^aitiyin

The situation at Homestead remains 
unchange 1. 
The militia are kept 
close to their camp and while the 
camp has been several times aroused 
by rumors, no movement has been 
made on the part of the strikers. Both 
sides admit that there is no prospect 
of an early settlement of the difficul- 
ty. 
Burgess John McLurkie, who, 
next to Hugh O'Donnell, has been 
the most conspicuous figure among 
the strike leaders, now occupies a cell 
in the Allegheny county jail. 
The 
charge against him is murder and the 
information upon which he was arrest- 
ed was made Monday morning by 
Secretary Lovejoy, of the Carnegie 
Company, who says his company pro- 
poses to prosecute 1000 men who took 
part in the riot. 
It is generally as- 
serted and pretty generally believed 
that counter-warrants will be issued 
for arrest of Messrs. Frick, Lovejoy 
and Superintendent Potter, of 
the 
Homestead Mills, and the Pinkertons, 
When the probability of the arrest of 
the strike leaders was first discussed 
last week the assertion was openly 
made that if any of the strike leaders 
were arrested, the arrest of Frick, 
Lovejoy and others would follov/ on a 
charge of murder, the basis of the in- 
formation to be the employmsnt 
0' 
the Pinkerton guards and the subse- 
quent death of several Homesteaders 
at their hands. 


The wages paid at Homestead arc 
certainly not «'starvation wages." The 
minimum wages of skilled heaters, at 
the reduced scale offered by the Car 
negie Co., would be $6.67 c day, of a 
screwman ^6,41 a day, of heaters' first 
helpers 554.75 a day. 
This is in the 
slabbing mills. 
In the 
plate mills, 
rollers earned ^9.31, screwmen ^7.66, 
tablemen $6.65 and first sheetmen 
$8.66 a day, working 12 hours. These 
are the wages when steel sells at $23 a 


In GrofTs mill in East Drumorc 
township, Lane, co., Thursday evening, 
Virgie Swineheart, of Quarryville, and 
a daughter of Mert Edwards, of Phila- 
delphia, children of eight years, were 
playing in the mill when their clothing 
was caught in ihs shafting and 
they 
were whirled around. 
The machinery 
was soon stopped, but the Swineheart 
girl was so badly injured that it is be- 
lieved she cannot recover. 
The Ed* 
wards girl had her leg broken and was 
terribly bruised, but is expected to re- 
cover. 


Mrs, Elizabeth G. Landis, aged 66, 
died suddenly at her home on South 
Duke Street, York, Monday morning. 
The circumstances connected with her 
death are very sad. 
Her son, Dr. 
Harry Landis, of Memphis, arrived un- 
expectedly in the city that 
morning, 
intending to surprise his mother, When 
he confronted her, her joy upon seeing 
him was so great that she lell to the 
floor, 
By the time a physician arrived 
she was dead. 
Dr. Landis is distract- 
ed over the occurrence, 


William Diflenderfer, of Lancaster, 
an engineer on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, was terribly mutilated by his 
horse Sunday.

It is a very convenient 
practice, and its consequences seem 
to be wholesome on the whole; but it 
is an ill-deiined, arbitrary rule and 
capable of gross abuse, and if permit- 
ted ought to be defined and regulat- 
ed by statute.—Press.

its character was not known, and that it 
was not subjecc to asportation as i^erson- 
al property, his client could not be con- 
victed of larceny. 
It was, 
however, 
ehown by the prosecution that gas, also 
-unknown at common law, was neverthe- 
less something whose larceny was recogi- 
nized by the law as a misdemeanor. 
When the attorney for the defence interi- 
posed tho plea that the act in question 
Tvas fraud or deception instead 
of a 
larceny, tho judge took advantage of tho 
Missouri statute which m akes fraud per- 
petrated with a view to theft a felony,

Bitions will have to be made a t the 
given hour, as, owing to the constant

y HE AgriciiUural exhibit at the 
World'3 Fair in Chicago, it Í3 
believed, -will be studied with 
ccreater interest and by more 
people than will almost any other division 
-of the p;reat Exposition. 
Millions are 
•engaged in raisuiff or dealing in affri- 
•cultural products, and every one is a coa- 
aumer of them. 
Recognizing this, the 
Exposition management 
has 
provided 
accommodations iind facilities for tuis 
exhibit 
which 
dwarf 
such 
provision 
made at any world's lair. 


The Agricultural building, an impos- 
ing 
and beautiful structure, 
situated 
across the main lagoon, southward from 
the great Manaiactures 
building, is 
rapidly approaching 
completion, 
aiid 
will be liniahed even to all details of 
'Orúamentatiou, beforfe October 1st, 
It 
measures 500 by 800 feet, and has an 
Annex 300 by 550 feet, and a connected 
Assembly Hall, which 
has a 
seating 
•capacity of 1500. 
Close by on the south 
is the Dairy building, measuring 100 by 
.300 feet. 


The northern portion of 
the 
main 
i 
»floor of the building will be occupied 
Í 
by the agricultural and other food ex- 
hibits of foreign Nations, which, it is 
.already assured, will be extensive. 


Occupying nearly all of the remainder 
nof the main iloor will be the exhibit of 
•cercáis ana other farm products from the 
Stiites of the Union. 
Every State and 
Territory, it is expected, will be repre- 
•sented by its products. 
Thus, upon this 
•one vast iioor, covering nearly ten acres, 
will be displayed in all their variety and 
perfection the pick of the farm products 
of the world. It is believe-l that the ex- 
hibit made by this country, naturally ex- 
ceeding that of any other m extent, will 
attract great attention, also, by reason of 
its exceptional merit, and the compre- 
hensive information that will accompany 
it. 


This great exhibit, or rather array of 
exhibits, will be made and arranged in 
such a systematic manner that the visitor, 
almost at a glance, can tell not only'the 
appearance of each object, but what it 
is, where it came from, and *'all about 
it.** 
For under the regulations adopted 
for the department, Chief Bacnanan re- 
•quires that each exhibit shall be accom- ' 
panied with the following data: 
Name 
•of object, 
name of producer, where | 
grown, character of soil, date of plant- 
ing, quality of seed planted per acre, 
method of cultivation,date of harvesting, 
yield per acre, weight, price of product 
•at nearest market, average temperature

On the six acres of flooring in the An-* 
nex, which is virtually an extension of 
that of the main building, will be shown 
•every description of agricultural machin- 
"Cry, including not only the best and 
y 
most improved now in use, but such as 
will illustrate the progress of the indus- 
-try from primitive times to the present. 


In the great galleries of the building, 
which are most novel in construction 
•aud perfect in point of availability, will 
be located on the north front the wool 
-exhibit; on the west end the apiary dis- 
play, 
which 
will 
include 
working 
•colonies of bees; on the south Iront the 
•<3airy implements, and on the great cen- 
tral sections the exhibit of the brewing 
and tobacco industries, aud the wealth 
of magnificent einibits of Hours, meals, 
* 
bread, pastry, 
su:;ars, 
confectionery, 
•canned goods, oils, soaps, chocolates, 
•ctc. 


One of the most novel, instructive and 
»elaborate exhibits, and one that will un- 
<loubtcdly attract the attention of every 
scientilic person and scholar interested 
in any phase of agricultural life, will be 
that made by the Association of Ameri- 
-can Agricultural College and Experiment 
Stations, 
This exhibit 
will 
occupy

FASTEN THE IIUGS DOWN. 


Rugs have nearly driven carpets out. 
There is a gain here in health and clean- 
liness, thougn witu some disadvautai^es. 
There are rugs that will not stay in place, 
but insist on turning up, tripping the 
unwary foot and committing^ all kinds ol 
mischief making which such'a depraved 
floor covering may be guilty of. 
Where 
such is the case it is best to have sockets 
sunk in the floor at the corners to hold 
them down. 
Any carpet man will pre 
pare such sockets and fasten the rug in 
them in such a manner as to make the 
fastening almost invisible. 
Rugs whicl 
are made up from carpeting are often 
very troublesome and refuse to lie in 
place until tney are shrupk to the floor. 
In order to shrink such a rug it must be 
free from all dust. 
The floor must then 
be cleaned as clean as possible and the 
rug stretched and nailed firmly to the 
floor. 
When it is securely down it must 
be dampened thoroughly aud allowed to 
dry on the floor.—New York Recorder,

every cause but the right one. 


It is better to drink lemonade without

sugar if possible; and in any event ii 
should not bo too sweet. 
A physician 
who has a great deal of experience says 
that a glass of lemonane without sugai 
before going to bed and another on rising 
in the morning, about half an hpur before 
breakfast, is perferable to calomel foi 
biliousness, and is better and more effi 
cacious then Congress water or Hunyadi, 
Lemons should not be eaten clear, but 
should always be diluted with water.— 
New York Tribune.

In another case a patient was 
able to leave the hospital thirteen days 
after the removal of an ovarian tumor 
weighing sixty-four pounds. 
They can- 
not be very sensitive, these Obinamen, 
One man, admitted into the hospital suf- 
fering from a large ulcer which extended 
four inches upward and as much down- 
ward from the back of the knee joint, 
told how thirty yeais before he had re- 
ceived a burn there, and the wound, now 
become au ulcer, had never healed up. 
After four months' careful treatment, in- 
volving live successive operations, he 
was at last diicharged quite cured ¡—Tue 
Hospital. 


REGCPES, 


Fried Chops—The French never broi! 
chops or steaks, but always fry them in 
au iron pan or spider; put the pan over 
a quick Are; when hot lay the meat in; 
if there is not sutlicient fat of its own to 
fry in, add a bit of butter. 


Scotch Shortbread—Rub together into 
a still, short paste two pouuds of flour, 
one pound of butter and six ounces of 
loaf sugar. 
Make it into square cakes 
about half an in'jh thick; pinch them all 
along t j e edge at the top, dot over the 
whole surface of the cake, put them into 
tins so that they will just touch each 
other by the edges and bake ia a moder- 
ate oven. 


Cucumber and Tomato Salad—Slice 
ice-cold tomatoes; mix with them sliced 
cucumbers which have been peeled and 
stood in salted ice water. For the dress- 
ing fill a salad spoon with oil, add salt- 
spuun of salt, mustard spoon of mustard, 
a little pepper. 
Stir with a fork. 
Pour 
over the salad aud then pour over it two 
more lar^e spoonfuls of oil and ,one of 
vinegar. 


Scallops—Trim the scallops, removing 
the beards and black parts; stir together , 
over the fire, butter and flour till tnor- 
oughly mixed; add to this a little finely 
chopped parsley, 
the 
liquor from the 
scallops and a little milk; let it boil up 
for a minute aud then lay in the fish and 
let it heat thoroughly 
through without 
boiling; thicken the same with yolk of 
an egg and flavor with a few drops of 
lemon juice; serve in cases made of fried 
bread, 


Roast Duck—Wipe inside and out 
with a damp to wel. 
Make a stuffing ol 
one cupful of bread crumbs, one tea- 
spoonful of powdered sage, one table- 
spoonful of butter, 
one teaspoonful of 
salt and half a teaspoonful of pepper; 
mix well and fill the body the ducka 
with it. 
Put in a baking-pan,cover the 
breasts with thin slicei of fat bacon,add 
half a teacupful of boilin,g water, with it 
teaspoonful of salt,and bi.ke an hour and 
a quarter, basting, ever]/ tea minutes. 
Berro with ouioa sauce.

Mothods of Mmmtncture. 


UTTONS have played a great 
part in the world," said a 
scientific man toa Washing- 
ton Star writer, 
' *They 
•wcr^ invented only a century and a half 
ago, and yet they have revolutionized 
cfothes» 
Until modern times people de- 
lighted in loose and flowing robes,which 
were flung around the body. 
In days ot 
old the tailors and dressmakers paid no 
attention to *'fit," h a v i n g regard merely 
for the graceful adjustment of 
drapery. 
AU this was changed by buttons. 
They 
wore not worn originally for any useful 
purpose,but merely for oranment. Thus, 
if you look up their historv, you will 
find that the earliest patterns of thoiu 
wei'fc splendid and costly. 
However, it 
was not long before their utility for fas- 
tening garments came to be realized» 
They° rendered it 
possible 
to 
make 
clothing fit closcly to the body, and so 
they brought about a complete alteration 
u the theory of costume. 


Buttons have become necessary to 
civilization. 
It is difiioult to see how 
mankind could get along without them 
now. 
Only savages aud the indolent 
peoples of "^the Orient dispense 
with 
them- 
They arc made of every con- 
ceivable material almost, includino all 
the metals from gold to pewter, pearl, 
ivory, tortoise shell, bone, horn, hair, 
india rubber, wood, amber, jet, glass, 
porcelain, clay, leather, papier mache, 
vegetable ivory, precious stones and all 
sorts of s t u f t s and cloths. 3Ictal buttons 
are tither stamped with dies or cast. 
One firm in the United Stales turns out 
65,ÜOÜ,OJO iron backs for covered but- 
tons every year. Glass buttons are made 
by pinching the half soft material in hot 
pincers. 
The pincers are furnished with 
a <lie, if it is desired to impress a design 
on the buttons. 
Wooden button molds 
come largely from the south of France, 
where plenty of wood suitable for the 
purpose grows. 


'»Common shirJ, ouHnns arc made by 
mixing finely powdered soapstone with 
silicate of 
soda, 
otherwise known aa 
'water glass.' 
The mixture is dried and 
repulverlzed ond the powder is pressed 
into molds by machinery. 
The freshly 
molded buttons are baked in a furnace, 
dipped in 'water glass'aud again baked. 
When cool, they are polished by 
being 
placed in a rotating 
barrel of 
water. 
Finally they are dried and given an ad- 
ditional polish in a rotating barrel with 
soapstone powder. 
Porcela.in buttons 
are manufactured like small ornamental 
articles of earthen ware. The moistened 
clay is' pressed into 
plaster 
of pari« 
molds, and tbe buttons thus.molded, af- 
ter being dried on boards, 'are given a 
first firing and baking in the 'biscuit 
oven.' 
At this stage the baked buttons 
are called 
'biscuits.' 
Then 
they 'are 
glazed directly, or, as a preliminary, aro 
adorned with colors, which are fixed by 
further baking in 
the 'enamel kiln.' 
The Colors are put. on by hand painting 
or by 'transfer printing.' 
By the latter 
process the design is printed from a cop- 
per plate with a peculiar ink on tissue 
paper, which is placed 
while the 
im- 
pression is moist 
on the biscuit ware. 
After the ink has had time to 
dry the 
paper is removed, leaving the design ou 
the buttons. 


'»Mother-of-pearl buttjns are cut by 
hand with a small revolving circular saw. 
The work requires great skill, au impor- 
tant object being to get as many buttons 
as possible out of 
each shell. 
If 
the 
mother-of-pearl is thick enough, it is 
sometimes split into two layers. 
Finest 
of all pearl buttons are those made from 
the white edged Macasary shells brought 
from the East India seas. 
These shells 
are worth §tíüO a ton in the crude. 
Tho 
waste mother-of-pearl is ground to a fine 
powder, which is mixed with gum to 
a paste and molded 
into buttons of au 
interior quality." 


/low Pepsin is Procured. 


**While I have always had a vague idea 
as to the niture and properties of pep- 
sin," said a gentleman to the Man About 
Town, "I never fully realized that it is 
the veritable 
product 
of the 
animal 
stomach until recently. 
During a visit 
to New York I saw the process of manu-' 
facturing in a factory that has theijddest 
method 
of preparing the article that 
ever entered the human mind. 
Briefiy 
stated, a number of perfectly healthy 
hogs are fattened for market, 
and for 
thirty-six hours before killiag time ara 
deprided of all food, not even allowed a 
drop of water. 
Then the trough from 
which they are accustomed to eat is cov- 
ered with strong wire netting and th» 
most appetizing slops and hog delica- 
cies, smoking hot, are poured into the 
trough. 
The fumes ascend with grate- 
ful fragrance to the porcine nostrils, the 
hogs all run to the trough and stand over 
it, ravenous with hunger, squealing and 
fighting with each other for a chance to 
get at the food. 
The iron netting pre- 
vents them tasting the food, and while 
they are stiil thinking about the nuitter 
they are killed, and their stomachs being 
taken out are found perfectly full of gas- 
tric juice, from which 
pepsin is 
pre- 
pared. 
The process was quite a revela- 
tion to me,"—St. Louis Republic.
